Guns or medical marijuana? 
Thousands of Oklaho- 


mans will be forced to choose 
between the two to avoid com- 


mitting a felony, federal offi- 
cials say.

And unless something 
changes, medical marijuana 
users also will be prohibited 
from obtaining state hand- 
gun permits, said Rick Adams, 
Oklahoma’s incoming director 
of the Oklahoma State Bureau 


of Investigation. 
Oklahomans voted to 
approve state-sanctioned 


medical marijuana Tues- 
day, but marijuana use contin- 
ues to be illegal under federal 
laws that concern both posses- 
sion and gun ownership. 
“Unlawful use of marijuana 
is a prohibiter from possess- 
ing firearms and ammunition 
under federal law,” said Mer- 
edith Davis, public information 


officer for the Dallas regional 
office of the federal Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms 
and Explosives. “If you hold 
a license to use marijuana for 
medical use, there’s no excep- 
tion for that prohibition under 
federal law.” 

“If you possess a medical 
marijuana card, it’s presumed

EDMOND — David Daniels 
waded a couple of steps into 
the water, pushing through 
a sludge of sticks and broken 
Styrofoam pieces. 

He cast his line as far as he 
could into Arcadia Lake then 
slowly walked back to shore, 
hoping to reel in a blue catfish 
and not a plastic bottle. 

“Looks pretty bad today,” 


but unlike most visitors who 
blame unruly campers or flip- 
pant fishermen for the trash, 
he knows different. 

“This comes in from the 
city, doesn’t it?” Daniels said. 

The lake, Edmond’s main 
source of drinking water, is 
also the final resting place for 
much of the litter that falls 
on the streets of Edmond 
and Oklahoma City. During a 
flood or heavy rain, the cities’ 
stormwater systems collect 
the trash before flushing it
